Louis politicians, hoteikeepers and 
brewers to keep the convention at 
work until Saturday night. 


Mr. Glasgow's chief contention was 


that it would be impossible to hold 
the delegates and that it would be 
poor politics to make the nominations 
with empty'seats. The New York dele- 
gation, he said, would leave for home, 
regardless of when the 
nominations 


were made. 


A. Mitchell Palmer, of Stroudsburg, 


Pa., apparently has won his fight 
against Senator Stone to insert in the 
platform a plank declaring against the 
elevation of the supreme court justices 
to the presidency.

The Pennsylvania delegation, acting 


in caucus as a unit, killed the rancid 
candidacy of Roger Sullivan, the Chi 
cago deader for vice president. 


Little Delaware, stirred to action by 


the prominence of her neighbors, flut- 
tered into the spotlight one flickering 
minute when Senator Saulsbury sug 
gested the president be invited to come 
to St. Louis, arriving Saturday, fox 
the purpose of accepting in person be 
fore the convention. The suggestion 
was so palpably in the interest of the 
hotelkeepera and brewers, that it wa 
hurled down in the state caucuses and 
not brought up in the convention. 


When the roll was called for noml 


nations for president, Alabama yielded 
to New Jersey and Judge Wescott step- 
ped to the platform to nominate Presi- 
dent Wilson amid a storm of applause. 


At the conclusion of Judge West- 


cott'jjspeech the delegates 
and

thousands 
of spectators in the gal- 


leries leaped to their feet and cheered 
wildly. 
Hats were tossed and thou- 


sands of flags waved over the heads of 
the delegates below. With the band 
playing patriotic airs and in the storm

They were quick- 
ly joined by other delegations and 
pandainonhuu reigned. After an hour's 
demonstration Chairman James began 
rapping for order, assisted by the ser- 
geant-at-arms.

ident was made and the scene of en- 
thusiasm was repeated in a milder 
form.

does not appear in the revised text 
Why it was htrickea out is only a 
matter of conjecture outside of the 
committee. 


Intervention, it is declared, is re- 


volting to the American people, not- 
withstanding the great provo.'Ution. In 
connection with the Mexican policy. 
Democratic adherence to the Monroe 
doctrine is reasserted. 


The European war Is the inspira- 


tion for another pregnant declaration, 
while the Democratic party has follow- 
ed the paths of neutrality, it is set 
forth that new conditions have made 
it necessary for the nation to safe- 
guard its interest abroad and in the 
ntcrosts of humanity to assist 
the 


world in securing settled peace and 
ustice. 
In this connection a signifi- 


cant passage promulgates the belief 
that every people has the right to 
choo.-o the sovereignty under which 
they shall live and that the small 
states of the world must have their 
rights respected. 


The time has come, it is declared, 


or the United States to join with the 
other peoples of the world in any fea- 
sible association that will serve such 
principles and maintain inviolate the 
security of the highway of the seas 
for the common and unhindered use 
of all' the nations. These principles, 
bearing as they do on contentions held 
forth by both 
sets 
of belligerents 


across the water, are considered con- 
spicuous for their neutral spirit. 


Concerning preparedness that plat- 


form declares for an' army fully ade- 
quate to the requirements of order and 
safety and the nation's rights, ade- 
quate seacoast defence and the main- 
tenance of a reserve of citizens train- 
ed to arms, together with a fixed poli- 
cy for the development of a navy wor- 
thy to uphold the traditions of the 
United States as welfl as equal to the 
international tasks of the nation. 


The achievements of the Democratic

The new cur- 
rency laws, the federal trade commis- 
sion, tariff adjustment, labor laws, tbe 
advance In the postal system and other 
reforms and accomplishments are des- 
cribed with some detail.

Little Delaware, stirred to action by 
the prominence of her neighbors, flut­ 
tered into the spotlight one flickering 
minute when Senator Saulsbury sug 
gested the president be invited to comt 
to St. Louis, arriving Saturday, |ox 
the purpose of accepting in person be 
fore tlie convention. 
The suggestion 
was so palpably in the interest of the 
hotelkeeper* and brewers, tliat it was 
hurled down in the state caucuses and 
not brought up in the eonventlon. 
Wh^ii the roll was galled for noml 


nations for president, Alabama yielded 
to New Jersey and Judge Wescott step­ 
ped to the platform to nominate Presi­ 
dent Wilson amid a storm of applause. 
At the conclusion of Judge West- 
cott’|?ipooch tho delegates 
and 
the 
thousands 
of spectators in the ¿gal­ 
leries leaped to their feet and choered 
wildly. 
Hats were tossed and thou­ 
sands of flags waved over the heads of 
the delegates below* 
With the band 
playing patriotic airs and in tho storm 
of cheers tho delegates led by thoso 
from New Jersey 
began marching 
through tho aisles. They were quick­ 
ly Joined by other delegations and 
pandamonium reigned. After an hour's 
demonstratinn Chairman James began 
rapping for order, assisted by the ser­ 
geant-at-arms. 
The vote for Mr. Wilson was unani­ 
mous and the nomination for vice pres­ 
ident was made and the scene of en- 
tliuslasm was repeated in a milder 
form. 
When Uio convention convened on 
t*riday a platform was adopted after a 
spirited debate of three hours and 
tlie convention adjourned sii^ die. 
The supremo issue 
of 
feday 
in 
American politics and American life 
is the “assertion and triumphant de­ 
monstration of tho indivisibility of co­ 
herent strength of the nation.” accord­ 
ing to the platform. 
Stripped of tho 
verbiage, the declaration means plain 
Americanism, or anti-hyphenism, and 
tho platform minces no words in its 
ringing call for the support of this 
principle. 
The anti-hyphen plank condemns all 
group activity tending to v/eaken tho 
diplomatic strength of the nation or 
to cripple its industries in faTor of 
some foreign country as subversive. 
All alliances and combinations, politi­ 
cal or otherwise, created or utilized 
for such purpose are likewise sweep- 
ingly assailed. 
A limited number of such conspir­ 
acies against the United States gov­ 
ernment in its foreign relations and 
against the industrial establishments 
of tho country actually have existed, 
the platform blankly charges. 
rvcacning us climax, me American­ 
ism plank rises to tho condemnation 
of any political party in America which 
surrenders its integrity or modifies 
its policies in exchango for tho’voting 
strength possessed by any such un- 
American element. 
United States troops must remain iu 
Mexico, the platform declares, until the 
restoration of law and order therein 
has made impossible the repetition of 
bandit raids into this 
country 
and 
other outrages. 
In the draft of the 
plank concerning Mexico was the sen­ 
tence, “We court their good will and 
seek not to despoil them,” but this 
does not appear In the revised text. 
Why it was striclcen out is only a 
matter of conjecture outside of the 
committee. 
Intervention, it is declared, is ro- 
volting to the American people, not­ 
withstanding the great provocation. In 
connection with tho Mexican policy, 
^Democratic adherence to tho Monroe 
'doctrine Is reasserted. 
The European war is tho inspira­ 
tion for another pregnant declaration, 
while the Democratic party has follow­ 
ed the paths of neutrality, it is set 
forth that new conditions have made 
it necessary for the nation to safe­ 
guard its interest abroad and in the 
interests of humanity to assist the 
world in securing settled peace and 
Justice. 
In this connection a signifi­ 
cant passage promulgates the belief 
that every people has tho right to 
choose the sovereignty under which 
they shall live and Uiat the small 
states of the world must have their 
rights respected. 
The time has come, it is declared, 
for tlie United States to join with the 
othor peoples of the world In any fea- 
sibilo association that will serve such 
principles and maintain Inviolato tho 
security of the highway of the seas 
for tho common and unhindered uso 
of all the nations. 
These principles, 
bearing as they do on contentions held 
forth by both 
sets 
of 
belligerents 
across tho v;ater, are considered con­ 
spicuous for their neutral spirit. 
Concerning preparedness that plat­ 
form declares for an' army fully ade­ 
quate to the requirements of order and 
safety and the nation's rights, ade­ 
quate seacoast defence and the main­ 
tenance of a reserve of citizens train­ 
ed to arms, together with a fixed poli­ 
cy for the development of a navy wor­ 
thy to uphold the traditions of the 
United States as weld as equal to the 
International tasks of the nation. 
The achievements of tlie Democratic 
party under Mr. Wilson’s administra­ 
tion are pointed out. 
The new cur^ 
rency laws, tho federal trade commis­ 
sion, tariff adjustment, labor laws, the 
advance in tl^e postal system and other 
reforms and accomplishments are des­ 
cribed with some detail. 
Of the constructive legislation con­ 
templated by th^ party is named the 
proposed non-partisan tariff commis­ 
sion, which, it is admitted, is mado 
necessary by the varied and far-reach­ 
ing economic changes to be expected 
throughout the world, chiefly as the 
result of the war. This is the '*anti- 
dumping” clause which has been thq 
subject ot considerable discussion. The 
pending shipping bill and all othor 
legislation suth as may bo necessary 
to restore the American ^ag to the 
sea is heartily endorsed.

PIGMY ENDS HIS LIFE 


Tries Hard to Acquire Education After 
Exhibition Visit to America, But 
Provea a Failure—Ycarnt for 
Native Land. 


L>mchburg, Va.—Ota Benga, the Af- 
rican pigmy, who ten years ago was 
transplanted from tho tropical Jungles 
to civilization by Prof. Samuel F. Ver- 
ner, an explorer, failing in his efforts 
to acquire tho ”white man's ways,” 
though ambitious and eager to learn, 
crawled into a cow stable at Lynch­ 
burg a few days ago and sent a bullet 
into his brain. 
Ota Bonga was about 
thirty-threo years old, four feet and 
eleven inches tall, and weighed 103 
pounds. 
He was on exhibition at St. 
Louis during the exposition, but ro- 
fusod lo reiurn to his native land at 
tho close of the fair. 
Through tho oillcea of a New .Ter.sey 
Tiaptist society the negro pigmy was 
granted admission to a soulhern school, 
but the gap between the savago Afri­ 
can Jungle and tlio civilized elysian 
fields of hia desire waa too groat to be 
bridged. 
Quits School in Disgust. 
He demonstrated to his benefactors 
that he did not possess the power of 
loarnlug. Disgusted, he quit tho school 
of hts own accord and went to work in 
a tobacco factory at Lynchburg. 
Day labor was not to his liking, and 
ho began to pine for his African rela­ 
tions and grew morose when he real­ 
ized that such a trip was out of the 
question because of the lack of funds. 
Finally tho burden became so great 
that tho young negro obtained a re­ 
volver belonging to a woman with 
whom he lived, went to the stable, and 
committed suicide.

Delap, son of Mr. and Mrs. H. Amos De- 
lap, of Gettysburg, died at 3:30 Wednes- 
day morning. Delap left Gettysburg, 2 
years ago and, after stopping at several 
other places, located at Kendall where he 
purchased a property. 
His wife and three 


of the children later joined him. 


The mining concern for which he work- 


ed had a disaster last week when one of 
their workings caved in, killing 12 men. 
On Monday night he was caught under 
falling stones and his neck was broken. 
He was aged about 32 years 
His family 


consists of his wife and 4 children. 
The 


oldest living with his grandparents, Mr. 
and Mrs, H. Amos Delap, of Gettysburg; 
while the other three are at home in Mon- 
tana. The body was brought East for 
burial. 


Gettysburgian in Fatal Mishap

art, of Germantown, daughter of Dr. and 
Mrs. H. L. Diehl, of Gettysburg, struck 
and almost instantly killed Harold Shel- 
don, aged 20 years, a bicyclist, of Phila- 
delphia, on Monday night. Sheldon was 
making a turn at high speed when the car 
struck him 
Mrs. Stewart tried to change 


the course of the car, but it was impossi- 
ble to avoid the accident. The youth was 
caught under the wheels, breaking his 
neck. Mrs. Stewart was arrested; but she 
was cleared of all blame for the mishap 
after the coroner had heard the testimony. 
Sheldon was ambitious to be a crack bicy- 
cle rider, and he had laughingly made a 
boast to his friends that he would become 
a famous bicycle rider or be killed in try- 
ing,

Changes in Coastline.

Throughout Persia 
and Afghanistan manna is harvested 
from different trees and shrubs. It 1» 
eaten as a sweetmeat and is exported, 
to India. 
But tho manna of com­ 
merce, obtained from a small treev 
known as the manna ash, comes chiefs 
ly from Sicily.

HARDER THAN THE BOYS

"Girls are more conscientious than 


boys. 
The latter are usually more 


awake to possibilities by which they 
may save themselves useless labor." 


A history teacher, commenting upon 


the sex difference thus exemplified, 
said one of the late graduating classes, 
which contained more boys than girls, 
had been keen for current events. 


This class was greatly interested In 


woman suffrage, while another class, 
where the girls predominate, preferred 
history and takes no Interest in car- 
rent events. 


These Instances are properly coupled 


with two events which reveal the In- 
creased activity of schoolgirls In mas- 
culine affairs.

THREATENS GEORGIA 


Real Ones Are Up In Arms Against 


Use of Complimentary Ti- 


tle In That State. 


Atlanta, ua.—A new order of things 


has come in Georgia and with It no 
less startling a radicalism than an at 
tempt to restrict the title of "Colonel," 
which for generations Luis been an in- 
stitution. Those called "Colonel" right- 
fully have risen in protest against the 
designation being applied to any one 
who Is not justly entitled to it, and 
men who haie been addressed as 
"Colonel" unchallenged for many years 
are up in arms against this attempt to 
deprive them of their "birthright." 


The fight waxes warm, and the end 


is not In sight, for there is no way to 
prevent a man being called "Colonel" 
If his friends and the admiring public 
choose so to address him 
Meanwhile 


newspapers are being besieged with 
communications from real "colonels" 
asking that the news staffs use discre- 
tion In the use of the title. All the 
while "pieces for the paper" concern- 
ing pseudo "colonels" reach the ed- 
itors. 


It is likely that Georgia has more 


"colonels" than any other state.

addition to the real colonels who have 
survived the civil war and the Spanish 
American war and the colonels active 
and retired of the national guard and 
regular army, it has been the custom 
of governors for time immemorial to 
appoint upon entering office a staff of 
prominent men in all parts of the state 
with the title of "colonel"

Tjx 1536 a groat reform in the treat­ 
ment of gunshot wounds was made by 
Ambroise Pare, tho father of French 
surgery* For some inscrutable reason 
such Avounds had previously been ro- 
gp.rded as infected and therefore in 
need of cauterization with boiling oil 
or water. 
Once, in the absence of 
these antiseptics, Pare simply dressed 
some 
wounds 
without, cautgrizing 
them, and on the following day he 
was agreeably surprised to find them 
in better conditions than wounds that 
had been treated with boiling oil. 
Thenceforth he abandoned and op­ 
posed the barbarous practice. 
Soon 
afterwards ho devised tho ligature of 
arteries as a substitute for cauteriza­ 
tion after tho amputation of limbs. 
Bold and successful methods of 
treating wounds of the head and brain 
lesions w^ere adopted by Beronger de 
Carpi a little later. 
The advancement of the healing art, 
however, was slow, and many queer 
remedies were employed, such as 
broths made of vipers and frogs, 
which are mentioned in a medical trea­ 
tise published in 1778. 
General Marbot has described tho 
heroic treatment applied to his foot, 
In which gangrene had developed 
after it had been frozen on the battle­ 
field of Eylau, 
He was held by four 
men while tho surgeon cut out the 
gangrened parts as if he were remov­ 
ing decayed portions of an apple. The 
surgeon then mounted a chair, satu­ 
rated a sponge with hot, sweetened 
wine and let the liquid fall, drop by 
drop, into the hole which-he had ex­ 
cavated. The pain was excruciating, 
and the general had to endure it every 
morning and night for a week, but 
his leg was saved. 
In the Crimean war 75,000 of the 
Trench army of 300,000 men died of 
anthrax, scurvy, typhus and hospital 
fflfection. Death followed 91 per cent 
(5f amputations of the thigh and 55 
per cent of amputations of the arm.

era aloft for a considerable period. In 
order to keep the objective lens point­ 
ed steadily in the right direction, a 
small gyroscope is provided. 
It is 
said that tho maximiun turning move­ 
ment is so nicely checked* by the gyro 
that the swing does not exceed an arc 
of ono degree. 
Plates seven inches square can be 
handled by the camera, and pictures 
can be taken from a height of nearly 
1,700 feet, with a iield or arc of vision 
of Quite 50 degrees. 
The modus op­ 
erand! is both simple and ingenious. 
On the march the whole outilt, weigh­ 
ing about SSO pounds, is borne by a 
special carriage. 
Part of tlie equip­ 
ment is a launching frame, which 
guides tho rocket at the time of its 
flight from the ground. 
The vehicle 
is equipped with a range finder. Arriv­ 
ing -at the point of operations the 
range finder determines the direction 
and the angle at which the rocket is 
to be started on its Journey. 
Tho 
gyroscope is set spinning by means 
of a weighted cord, which is unwound 
from the shaft of that device. With 
this little wheel spinning the rocket 
is ready for its trip aloft. 
Tho rocket is ignited electrically by 
means of a light cable fi’om a distance 
of 300 feet. The initial discharge cuts 
loose the heavy weight, which sets 
the gyro spinning. 
The second elec­ 
trical 
impnlso ignites 
the rocket 
charge and starts the missile skyward. 
In about eight seconds an altitude of 
1,600 feet is reached. 
Shortly before 
the maximum elevation is attained an 
electro-pneumatic contact at the top 
of the hood-shell operates the shutter 
and simultaneously frees the para­ 
chute. 
As soon as the parachute ex­ 
pands the rocket parts—tho three sec­ 
tions of which the apparatus Is com­ 
posed being connected by a line thirty- 
odd feet long. 
Immediately under the parachute, as 
it floats in tho air, is suspended tho 
hood-shell containing the camera, and 
ot th6 end of tho line are hung the 
body of tho rocket and the vanert 
guide-rod. 
As the whole equipment 
settles earthward the guide-rod strikes 
tho gi’ound first, and by thus light­ 
ening the load on tho parachute the 
camera descends slov/ly so that it 
can be either caught or brought to 
rest on tho earth without Jar. 
The whole affair presents but m 
very small target; it reaches its maxi­ 
mum altitude in far too brief a span 
to bo interfered with by gunfire; and 
even for the time of its downward 
drift is too short for effective prac­ 
tice on the part of the enemy's marks­ 
men. 
All that is necessary is to wait 
until the breezo or wind blows from 
the foe’s direction so that the rocket- 
camera will be brought back to its 
friends.

at Whittier school when the pupils 
took down the following problem re­ 
cently read to them by the teacher: 
“What are the proceeds of a ninety 
days' note for $789.90 discounted at 0 
per cent Y* 
Seven girls and two boys wrote out 
the problem exactly as given. Three 
boys jotted down the three essential 
conditions of the problem and nothing 
else. The remainder of the class ab­ 
breviated the conditions more or less, 
with the majority of the girls writhig 
It out more completely than the boys. 
The following interpretations were 
offered by various school authorities: 
“Girls are interested In details, while 
boys are interested in essentials—this 
Is a characteristic sex difference." 
“Girls are more conscientious than 
boys. 
The latter are usually more 
awake to possibilities by which they 
may save themselves useless labor.’* 
A history teacher, commenting upon 
the sex difference thus exemplified, 
said one of the late graduating classes, 
which contained more boys than girls, 
bad been keen for current events. 
This class was greatly Interested In 
woman suffrage, while another class, 
where the girls predominate, preferred 
history and takes no interest in cur­ 
rent events. 
These instances are properly coupled 
with two events which reveal the in­ 
creased activity of schoolgirls In mas­ 
culine affairs.

Stockton, CaL—Surgeons havo re­ 
moved two regulation sized silver forks 
and a teaspoon from the stomach of 
Richard Williams, who formerly con­ 
ducted a clothing store in this city. 
Removal of the silverware solved the 
mj’Stery of an ailment from which Wil­ 
liams had suffered for about two years. 
It is thought that Williams swal­ 
lowed the cutlery Avhen delirious.

year ago a surgeon operated upon him 
and opened an abscess which had 
formed in tho posterior part of the 
stomach, evidently caused by one of 
the tines sticking into the tissue. Re­ 
cently the surgeon made an X ray of 
the man’s stomach and discovered the 
silverware.

Ko washing of the wound is neces­ 
sary when redressingj which Is merely 
a matter of renewing the application 
of sugar every second or third day.

Frankfort, Ky.—“The kicking pro­ 
pensity of a mule Is a matter of com- 
mon knowledge,** held the court of 
appeals here In reversing a verdict of

against the Consolidated Coal com­ 
pany. From the testimony It appeared 
that Pratt, an employee of the com- 
pan3% was kic ked by a mule when he 
struck the animal witJi a whip as he 
stooped behind it. 
“The mule would have been untrue 
to Itself and false to every tradition 
of its breed If it had kept its heels on 
the ground,** said the court, “and an 
employee cannot court danger by in- 
vitlng a mule to kick him and then re­ 
cover for consequent Injuries."

F1RELESS COOKSTOVE. 


The original cooker, the ha\ ho.v, 


most useful for nil cooking, by 


steam, or hot water, aa 
the heat 
was supplied 


by a large body of water 
or liquid in which the 
lood 
was 
placed, und 


brought to the boiling 
point, the hay acting as 
insulation to keep the 
heat, from dissipating. 


As there are many foods that can- 


not he properly cooked in water, the 
modern caloric eook.stove was invent- 
ed. HO that now baking and roasting 
mav he dotiH as woll as stewing and 
boiling. 
The metal compartments 


with the steatites or stones for heat- 
ing hold the heat 
for the desired 


baking or roasting. 


The following dishes may bo pre- 


pared and cooked in the tireless cook- 
er. 
You may go to town and do your 


shopping, make a call or spend the af- 
ternoon with a friend, or go to church. 
on Sunday and your meal will go righ't 
on cooking us well us if you were 
there 


Irish Stew. — Take a pound and a 


half of mutton, cut in small pieces, 
brown two onions, sliced, in two ta- 
blespoonfuls of butter. Add the meat. 
one carrot, eight small potatoes, one 
stalk of celery, pepper and salt to 
taste.. Add boiling water to cover. 
Put into tho cooker with one hot ra- 
diator: cook lour hours. 


Beef a la Mode. — Take five pounds 


from the undnr portion of the round. 
the toughest part; wipe und trim off 
all rough edges. Put into an earthon 
dish and pour over it a spiced vinegar, 
using popper, cloves, allspice, three 
teaspoon tuls of salt, one cupful of 
vinegar, one- chopped onion and a halt 
a teaspoonful of mustard; the same 
amount of the other spices. Let the 
meat stand overnight or all day, turn- 
ing it occasionally to season evenly. 
Then drain, wipe and lard it with ten 
or 12 strips of salt pork. Remove it 
to a kettle and brown it in hot fat 
in which two onions and a half a car- 
rot have been fried. 
Add enough boil- 


ing water to cover, put in a bag of 
herbs, place in the cooker with one 
radiator, and cook six hours. Serve 
with a thickened gravy and potato 
balls and small onions.

Lacto.—Boat two eggs, add two cup­ 
fuls of sugar and four and a half cup­ 
fuls of sour milk, a half cupful each 
of any desired fruit (such as cherry,

strawberry,

Mix in the order given 
and freeze as Ice cream. This Is one 
of tho most refreshing anil wholesome 
of frozen dishes. 
Buttermilk is often 
used In place of sour milk, making a 
richer ice than with plain milk. 
Chopped hard cooked eggs added to 
a white sauce and served on buttered 
toast makes a most satisfying distx 
for luncheon or supper.
